The address says that the day of the 
(hiding of America should be celebrated 
everywhere in America, and makes the 
further suggestion that this universal 
celebration be systematic, |>erv&<ied as 
single idea of lesd- 
ince. The address 
accordingly proposes that the most rep- 
resentative Institution — the public 
school— be everywhere the center of 
the local celebration. The schools of 
th. United States are requested to cele- 
brate the day In th. tr various locali- 
ties, and to make this possible the 
world's congress invite* the co-operation 
of educators and teachers throughout 
the nation. The press is asked to en- 
list itself to make a systematic celebra- 
tion general. The address suggested 
tliat at least one feature of the exer- 
cises W identical In both exposition, 
dedication and local celebration.

John Aitken's theory of fojs is gall 
ing credence, says an exchange, and it 
is certainly one that has much to 
ominend it. There can be no question 
that it covers the ground better than 

Mr. Aitken attributes the production 
of mists, fogs and rain to the presence 
of particles of eolid matter in the at- 
mosphere. Prof. Tyndall was the first 
to demonstrate how the utmosphere 
could be filtered and to show it in a 

imperatively pure state. 

Mr. Aitken l> of opinion that watei 
vapor clings to and condenses on these 
particles, either bringing them down as ] 
rain or remaining suspended with them 
as mist or fog. 

Chloride of sodium derived from the 
sea is the most extensive log producer, 
but sulphur is the common bane of town 
fogs, and he suggests that it is well that 
it should be so because the sulphur has 
an antiseptic effect on the stagnant air 
and saves us from worse evils than fog. 

This is good news to sufferers from 
au annoyance which, if the theory 
broached bo true, cannot be gvt rid of. 
There is no special cause of uneasiness 
as to the sulphur fogs, and on the whole 
they ore blessings in thick disguise. 

AU the same, if we strained our 
smoke a little so as to get rid of the 
dirty carbon it would be more cleanly 
and altogether better for us.

SOME WONDERFUL RIVERS. 



The subterranean rivers of the world, 
of which the one ln the Mammoth cave 
of Kentucky is usually reckoned as tho 
most unique;, are generally set down ln 
lists of natural curiosities as being the 
greatest wonders in the line of water- 
ways; but such lista, however, are not 
always reliable. 

To the mind of "ye curious man," 
there are other rivers which have a suf- 
ficient element of the marvelous to ad- 
mit them into categories of the won- 
derful. Algeria, Spain and India," for 
Instances, each has rivers within Itt 
borders which are composed, not of 
water, but of ink. 

That in Algeria is water until after 
the union of two of ita principal tribu- 
taries, one of which flows through a 
country strongly Impregnated with iron, 
the other comes from a peat bog. Tho 
chemical action of the iron on the gall lc; 
acid from the peat makes a beautiful 
writing fluid. 

The Webbe Shebevll, an African 
river, is one of the wonders of the dark 
continent. Although it is a large, rap- 
id-flowing river, almost as large as our 
own Missouri, and Howi for .hundreds 
of miles through a fertile country, it 
never reaches the aea. 

About thirty miles before its waters 
get to the point where they should 
mingle with those of the Indian ocean 
the whole stream sinks out of sight into
